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FOREWORD 


The  information  herein  contained  covers  simply  the 
record  of  the  two  generations  which  include  the  six 
children  and  the  twenty-nine  grandchildren  of  Josiah 
Rising.  The  record  is  fairly  complete  and  as  printed 
will  be  used  in  a  proposed  larger  volume  to  contain 
the  record  to  the  year  1950  of  all  the  descendants  of 
Josiah  and  his  wife,  Huldah  Miller.  Josiah  was  born  in 
1764  at  Suffield,  Conn,,  but  his  descendants  a,t  the  present 
time  are  scattered  from  the  Atlantic  to  the  Pacific,  the 
majority  living  in  the  states  of  Ohio  and  Michigan-  The 
“Family  Tree”  printed  at  the  end  of  this  pamphlet  shows 
an  incomplete  list  of  their  names.  It  must  be  remem¬ 
bered  that  Josiah  was  of  the  fifth  generation  from  James 
Rising,  our  colonial  progenitor,  and  that  there  are  much 
larger  families  than  that  of  Josiah  to  be  searched  out  and 
recorded  by  those  attempting  an  all  inclusive  genealogy 
of  the  Rising  family  in  America.  We  all  wish  Kenneth 
Woodbury  and  his  sister,  who  have  undertaken  that 
work,  wonderful  success  and  pledge  our  utmost  to 
assist  them.  This  pamphlet  is  an  attempt  in  that  direction.

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FIFTH  GENERATION 


JOSIAH5  RISING  (John4,  John3,  John2,  James1),  the 
head  of  the  family  group  herein  recorded,  the  son  of 
John  and  Mabel  (Hall)  Rising,  was  born  at  Suffield,  Conn., 
April  21,  1764 ;  m.  November  19,  1789,  Huldah  Miller  at 
Cambridge,  N.  Y.,  where  both  were  residing  at  the  time, 
by  Rev.  Wm.  Wait,  1st  pastor  of  White  Creek  Bap.  ch., 
at  the  home  of  Joseph  L.  Miller,  (possibly  a  brother); 
d.  April  3,  1844  in  the  town  of  Watertown,  Jefferson  Co., 
and  there  buried. 

Josiah  enlisted  in  the  Revolutionary  War  from  Suffield, 
February  23,  1781,  for  a  period  of  three  years,  and  served 
in  the  Connecticut  Continentals,  Stanton’s  company, 
Sheldon’s  (2d)  regt.  until  June  1783  when  he  was  granted 
a  furlough  of  six  months,  and  was  honorably  discharged 
at  West  Point,  in  October  1783.  In  1790  removed  to 
Oneida  Co.,  N.  Y.  His  pension  application  (Certif.  No. 
2573)  was  dated  at  Whitesboro,  N.  Y.,  April  2,  1818. 

When  his  son,  John,  was  drafted  for  the  War  of  1812, 
Josiah  answered  the  call  himself,  saying  that  he  was 
better  acquainted  with  army  life  and  would  take  his 
place. 

From  1818  to  1821  Josiah  owned  jointly  with  his  son 
John,  110  acres  of  land  lying  in  the  towns  of  Whites- 
town  and  Westmoreland,  one  and  a  half  miles  northeast 
of  Westmoreland  village.  On  May  31,  1821,  he  sold  his 
share  of  the  property  to  John  but  continued  to  live  in 
Whitestown  until  1840,  when  he  and  his  wife  moved  to 
the  town  of  Watertown. 

Josiah  died  at  Watertown,  April  3,  1844;  both  he  and 
his  wife  Huldah,  are  buried  in  the  town  of  Watertown,  in 
the  little  cemetery  near  Talcott  Cors.,  across  the  road 
from  where  their  son  and  daughter  lived.  Beside  them 
was  also  buried  their  granddaughter,  Julia  Ballard.  On 

Josiah's  tombstone  is  this  inscription  :

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“Behold  ye  stranger  passing  by 
As  you  are  now  so  once  was  I  ; 

As  I  am  now  so  you  must  be 
Prepare  for  death  and  follow  me," 

His  wife,  Huldah,  b.  Nov.  23,  1766 ;  d.  Oct.  6,  1856. 
She  was  the  daughter  of  Joseph  and  Lydia  (Stow)  Miller, 
of  Granville,  Mass.  Her  ancestral  line  goes  back  to 
Thomas  Miller,  b.  Ashford,  Eng.,  and  d.  Middletown, 
Conn.,  Aug.  14,  1680.  After  the  death  of  her  husband, 
Huldah  removed  to  Lee,  N.  Y.,  where  she  lived  in  the 
family  of  her  brother,  Luther  Miller,  until  1849,  when 
in  September  she  removed  to  Reading,  Mich.,  to  live  with 
her  son  Jesse,  but  returned  in  1853  to  spend  the  remain¬ 
der  of  her  life  with  her  daughter  Diana  (Mrs.  Samuel 
Fuller  Ballard),  in  Watertown.

Farmer.  In  1836  he  sold  his  property  in  Oneida  co.  and 
removed  with  his  family  to  Michigan,  settling  in  Read¬ 
ing  twp.,  May  31,  1837,  on  640  acres  of  government  land 
obtained  in  1835.  Mem.,  The  First  Church  in  Westmore¬ 
land. 

The  Hillsdale  County  history  says  :  “In  May,  1837, 
came  John  and  Asahel  M.  Rising,  father  and  son  ;  in  1838, 
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Chester  Morey.  John  Rising-  is  said  to  have  been  quite 
peculiar  in  all  his  ways.  He  came  to  town  with  a  large 
family  of  sons  and  daughters  and  with  means  sufficient 
to  purchase  and  to  settle  them  all.  His  improvements 
were  readily  made  and  he  was  soon  in  a  position  of  com¬ 
parative  independence,  and  was  further  recognized  by 
his  neighbors  as  a  well-to-do  farmer.  He  was  a  Metho¬ 
dist  and  brought  his  religion  with  him  into1  the  forest 
and  he  is  no  doubt  rightfully  credited  with  being  the 
father  of  the  sect  in  this  town.  His  house  was  always 
opened  for  religious  meetings  when  no  more  convenient 
place  was  found,  and  the  hard-worked  itinerant  always 
found  bountiful  hospitality  and  a  warm  welcome  when 
he  crossed  its  threshold:.  Neither  did  he  hesitate  or  falter 
or  relax  his  efforts  until  the  full  privileges  of  the  church 
were  all  firmly  established  in  the  town.” 

His  wife  Lucinda,  b.  Canterbury,  Conn.,  November  9, 
1796 ;  removed  with  her  parents  soon  after  to  Otsego  co., 
N.  Y.  On  January  23,  1820  she  joined  the  church  at 
Westmoreland,  in  Oneida  cog  later  became  a  charter 
member  of  the  Reading  (Mich.)  church,.  She  d.  April  3, 
.1848  ;  bur.  in  N.  Reading  cem.
